France Takes Determined Stand 
The attitude of the French govern- 


-ment yesterday was undeniably ag- 
gressive, and. In fact, the belligerent 
note was so' strong as to arouse a 
certain amount of suspicion in .the 
minds .of these familiar with diplo- 
matic procedure.

French foreign office'confirmed the 
report that a division of the French 
'Mediterranean fleet, composed of three 
battleships and two cruisers, under 
the command of Admiral- Calllard,' 
had proceeded frofm Toulon to the 
Levant to make a naval demonstra- 
tion against Turkey.

On the side 'of- the expenditures the 
total of $509,987,353 has been exceed- 
ed only four times, In 1863, 1864, 1865 
and 1899. - T h e surplus of $77,717.- 
984 was slightly under $2,000,000 less 
than In 1900. . Inclusive of the tran-

tanks, where It ,1s treated with lime 
to decolorize it and cause other chem- 
ical changes.

tanks the Juice Is run Into the filter 
presses, from whence it Issues clear 
as crystal. . 


Filtering the Sweet Liquid

turned to the secondary filter ptess 
until this has been , repeated four 
times, and- from It It next goes to the 
sulphur tank; where sulpher fumes are 
passed through the liquid sugar.

trip Into the mechanical filter follows 
and then it is ready to be dumped In- 
to'the evaporators, where It.Is boiled 
down Into a thick juice and, for the 
first time becomes .apparent sugar. 
- From here; the'thick mass is pass- 
ed through the striking pans Into.the 
mixer. ' This Is a huge .V-shaped pan. 
Into, which the sugar la stirred.-about 
before being dropped Into the centri- 
fugals.; ' The .centrifugals are round 
Iron tanks about five feet In diameter, 
Into which the. sugar grains are drop- 
ped to ,be. whirled around at the rate 
of. 1,00.revolutions per minute. Water 
la then used to wash the- grains, 'after 
which It Is strained, while tho water 
la pasesd, through. a refining process 
for tho extraction *of. the -'sugar " 'It 
washes off 'the grains.
